PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a lateral 
vision type endoscope in which the outside diameter 
of the top part is thin and by which a satisfactory 
illumination is obtained and a flare is not present. 
SOLUTION: Relating to the top part of an 
endoscope 1 having an objective optical system 2 
provided with an observation window 4 for observing 
a lateral side with respect to the insertion direction of 
the endoscope and light guiding fiber bundle 3 for 
guiding a light from a light source to a subject side,; 
the observation window 4 of the objective optical 
system 2 is provided at an inner side than the outer 
peripheral part 5 of the top part 1 of the endoscope 
by one step and also the light guiding fiber bundle 3 
is arranged at the difference in level part 6 between 
the outer peripheral part 5 and the observation 
window 4 so that the longitudinal direction of the 
bundle becomes roughly parallel with the insertion 
direction of the endoscope and also the top end part 
of bundle is positioned behind the observation 
window 4. 
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
